Declaration of Gaith 


(Decisions passed at our recent Assembly) 


43. That the following DECLARATION OF FAITH 
be adopted: 


We believe: 
1. In the verbal inspiration of the Bible. 


2. In one God eternally existing in three persons; 
namely, the Father, Son, and Holy Ghost. 


3. That Jesus Christ is the only begotten Son of the 
Father, conceived of the Holy Ghost, and born of the 
virgin Mary. That Jesus was crucified, buried, and raised 
from the dead; that He ascended to heaven and is today 
at the right hand of the Father as the Intercessor. 


4. That all have sinned and come short of the glory 
of God, and that repentance is commanded of God for 
all and necessary for forgiveness of sins. 


5. That justification, regeneration, and the new birth 
are wrought by faith in the blood of Jesus Christ. 


6. In sanctification subsequent to the new birth, 
through faith in the blood of Christ; through the Word, 
and by the Holy Ghost. 

7. Holiness to be God’s standard of living for His 
people. 

8. In the baptism with the Holy Ghost subsequent to 
a clean heart. 

9. In speaking with other tongues as the Spirit gives 
utterance, and that it is the initial evidence of the bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost. 


10. In water baptism by immersion, and all who re- 


pent should be baptized in the name of the Father, and 
of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. 


11. Divine healing is provided for all in the atone- 
ment.

In the Lord’s Supper and washing of the saints’ 


14. In the bodily resurrection; eternal life for the 
righteous and eternal punishment for the wicked. 


We recommend that the Editor-in-Chief, the President, 
Vice-President, and board of directors and faculty mem- 
bers of Lee College and all other Church of God schools 
sign a contract that they will not teach, publish, or al- 
low to be taught or published anything contrary to this 
“Declaration of Faith,” or any other established doctrine 
of the Church. 


We further recommend that a copy of this “Declara- 
tion of Faith” be posted in every classroom and the offices 
of General Overseer and Editor-in-Chief. 


44. That the same Articles of Faith Committee, con- 
sisting of James L. Slay, Earl P. Paulk, Glenn C. Petty- 
john, j. L. Goins, J. A. Cross, Paul H. Walker, R. P. John- 
son, E. M. Ellis, and R. C. Muncy, prepare a full docu- 
ment of the Articles of Faith for the Church of God, to 
be presented for acceptance at the next General Assem- 
bly of the Church of God.

DISAPPOINTED? 

I am sure the reaction to that question runs about like 
this: What is it to you? What could you do about it? Yes, I 
am; what solace, consolation-solution do you offer now? 

Well, I may have brought up the wrong subject after all, 
sure enough. But I should like to just frankly state that 
I have had a few disappointments, too. Yet I have found 
out several things about disappointments. Let me say 
first that I have discovered that what appeared to be a 
terrible disappointment to me, later actually proved to 
be God’s definite appointment for my life. Then I have 
observed that it is very easy to be self-centered and sel- 
fish about the nature of the task which falls our lot to 
do. The thing that gives rise to this attitude, many times, 
is a sense of disappointed pride, by feeling or thinking— 
at least concluding—that perhaps a fellow minister is 
being given more favorable consideration by the general 
officials, state overseer, and, if an evangelist, pastors. 

Let us take it for granted that, in the dim distant past, 
a bit of partiality has been shown by those who were in 
power. Yet, you know and I know that such is not in keep- 
ing with the general rule and custom in the Church of 
God. No, for it is rather the exception to the rule. 

Another thing, I am fully convinced that if a person 
will keep his life unreservedly committed into the hands 
of the Lord Jesus, neither the devil, circumstances, nor 
people will be able to prevent his eventual success and 
victory. 

The Appointing Board, perhaps, did not, as usual, have 
enough states to appoint all aspirants over. Can they be 
blamed? There may have been some shifting and even 
dropping of state overseers that was hard for the indi-

Second Exploratory Conference of Pentecostal Leaders 





Held at Chicago, Illinois, August 3 and 4 


A second conference of Pentecostal 
leaders was held at Chicago, Illinois, 
August 3 and 4, 1948 to further explore 
the possibility of promoting greater 
fellowship among the various Pente- 
costal groups in North America and to 
consider the advisability of calling a 
constitutional convention. Twenty- 
seven persons were present, repre- 
senting a dozen different organizations 
(see list beneath picture for names of 
most of those present). They voted 
to retain J. C. Jernigan, the tempo- 
rary chairman, and J. R. Flower, the 
temporary secretary, as officers to 
serve until such time as a permanent 
organization is created. 


There seems to be a strong and 
general desire in all Pentecostal bodies 
for a closer bond of fellowship with 
other Pentecostal groups. There is 
need of presenting a united front to 
the world. What a wonderful testi- 
mony it would be if we could state 
that we have a million Pentecostal 
believers in one fellowship in North 
America. There are many practical 
ways in which such a fellowship would 
be of great benefit in the work of the 
Lord; but, apart from these, it was 
pointed out that Pentecostal people 
out of all groups need to come to- 
gether to pray and to seek the Lord 
in unity of heart, to let the Lord melt 
us that we may flow together in the 
Spirit. There is need of getting some- 
thing fresh from God. There is a hun- 
ger for revival all over the land. We 
should come together and stay to- 
gether until we feel God has had His 
way in our hearts. 

There were three meetings, and 
after a full and free discussion it was 
agreed by all that a constitutional con- 
vention be held in Des Moines, Iowa, 
October 26-28, 1948. The convention 
will open with a prayer meeting on 
the night of October 26 in the Church 
of the Open Bible Standard. There 
will be a mass meeting on the night of 
October 27. 

A committee was appointed to draft 
a suggested Constitution and By-laws 
and to have the same ready to present 
to the constitutional convention. Mem- 
bers of the committee are J. R. Flower, 
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E. J. Fulton, Howard P. Courtney, and 
H. L. Chesser. 


Name 

The conference voted to recommend 
that the name of the proposed asso- 
ciation be, “The Pentecostal Fellow- 
ship of North America,” with the ex- 
planation that this Fellowship is “an 
association of Pentecostal Evangelical 
bodies united for the promotion of 
spiritual fellowship and co-ordination 
of missionary and evangelistic effort 
throughout the world.” 


Statement of Faith 

It further recommended that the 
following Statement of Faith be 
adopted: 

1. We believe the Bible to be the 
inspired, the only infallible authorita- 
tive Word of God. 

2. We believe that there is one God, 
eternally existent in three persons: 
Father, Son, and Holy Ghost. 

3. We believe in the deity of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, in His virgin birth, 
in His sinless life, in His miracles, in 
His vicarious and atoning sacrifice 
through His shed blood, in His bodily 
resurrection, in His ascension to the 
right hand of the Father, and in His 
personal return in power and glory. 

4. We believe that for the salvation 
of lost and sinful men regeneration 
by the Holy Spirit is absolutely essen- 
tial. 

5. We believe that the Full Gospel 
includes healing for the body and the 
Baptism in the Holy Spirit with the 
initial evidence of speaking in other 
tongues as the Spirit gives utterance. 

6. We believe in the present ministry 
of the Holy Spirit by whose indwelling 
the Christian is enabled to live a 
godly life. 

7. We believe in the resurrection of 
both the saved and the lost; they 
that are saved unto the resurrection 
of life, and they that are lost unto 
the resurrection of damnation. 

8. We believe in the spiritual unity 
of believers in our Lord Jesus Christ.

penned the most famous words called 
the “Holy Writ,” which have with- 
stood the onslaught of Satan these 
past ages and centuries, and as de- 
clared by God’s own Son, that “heaven 
and earth shall pass away, but my 
Word shall not pass away”? Though 
the skeptics, infidels, atheists, and 
modern-day church members sstill 
shake their heads and rail at the 
truth, the Word of God endures; and 
the words of the holy apostles ring 
out in defense of all unbelief that 
would destroy it. Such are the words 
of the greatest apostle of all times, 
Paul, called and ordained of God to 
break the truth into simple teaching, 
that all men would be without excuse. 

1 Cor. 1:25-29, ‘““Because the foolish- 
ness of God is wiser than men; and 
the weakness of God is stronger than 
men. For ye see your calling, brethren, 
how that not many wise men after 
the flesh, not many mighty, not many 
noble, are called: but God hath 
chosen the foolish things of the world 
to confound the wise; and God hath 
chosen the weak things of the world 
to confound the things which are 
mighty; and base things of the world, 
and things which are despised, hath 
God chosen, yea, and things which are 
not, to bring to nought things that 
are: (Why?) That no flesh should 
glory in his presence.” 

There has been nothing so despised 
and rejected since the rejection and 
crucifixion of Jesus as the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost with the evidence of 
speaking in “other tongues.” The 
Pharisaical hypocrites (even since 
the day of Pentecost) cried out (after 
acknowledging that it was a miracle 
to hear the Galileans speak everyone 
in his native language “the wonder- 
ful works of God,” and though those 
speaking were “devout men from 
every nation under heaven,” Acts 2:5), 
“These men are full of new wine,” 


Acts 2:13; but it was the fool- 
ishness of God to confound the 
wise. If God had sent an angel 


down here to dance a few 
rounds with them, or hang their chins 
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over a bar to drink a few little “no 
harm drinks,” or even to sit down for 
a few games of bridge, friendly poker 
($1.00 stakes), or two or three rounds 
of golf, saying by that, “You can en- 
joy the pleasures of the world and the 
power of the Holy Ghost, too,” it 
would have been fine and readily ac- 
cepted by all; but those precious 
“about 120 people” believed Jesus 
enough to “tarry in Jerusalem until 
ye be endued with power from on 
high,” Acts 1:4-9. 

They were not seeking “tongues,” 
but today, that is about all some peo- 
ple seek for and about all they have, 
for there is a sad lack of “power.” 
The 120 were waiting on God for the 
“promise,” and, friend, if God deemed 
it all-wise to answer the prayers of 
those who were willing to shut them- 
selves up to praise, pray, and bless 
God for ten days and nights to re- 
ceive the glorious enduement of power 
with the evidence of speaking with 
other tongues, to let the unbelieving 
and dormant world know that God had 
sent the Holy Ghost to dwell within 
their temples of clay, we should be 
smart enough to say that God knew 
His business, so much so that we little 
weak fragments of dust are certainly 
foolish to try to change God’s Word, 
also to say there isn’t anything to it 
and flatly refuse to accept it. 

I remember an illustration given by 
Brother Slay in school that will fit in 
here nicely. A poor backwoods boy 
from Georgia had gone to St. Louis, 
obtained a job, and become fairly 
prosperous; that is, to the extent that 
he had linoleums on the floors, an 
electric refrigerator, etc.; and he had 
successfully, after many attempts, 
persuaded his father to pay him a 
visit. After buying a new pair of over- 
alls and shoes and getting a hair cut 
and shave, he took him to Forest Park 
to the zoo and bought him a bag of 
luscious, buttered popcorn. As they 
enthusiastically viewed the sights, 
suddenly, peering over a high fence at 
them was one of nature’s wonders, a 
giraffe. The old man would look, take 
a bite of popcorn, look at his son, 
clear his throat, and take another 
bite. After repeating this several 
times, finally he said, “Son, there just 


ain’t no sech thing a livin’ as that © 


thing thar.” 

So it is with you, witnessing the 
blessing in the lives of your loved ones, 
friends, and ministers. You still say, 
“Oh, it isn’t unbelief, or it isn’t that 
I do not want it, but I just do not un- 
derstand it.” But think a minute— 
what is refusal to understand but un- 
belief? Nowhere in the Bible are you 
asked to understand it. Nicodemus 
tried that theory on our Lord about 
the new birth. Did Jesus argue with 
him an hour and say, If you can un- 
derstand the new birth, you can have 
it? No, sir! He said, “Verily, verily, I 
say unto thee, Except a man be born 
again, he cannot see the kingdom of 
God.” 

Jesus did not say in Acts 1:4, “If you 
can understand it, wait for the promise 
of the Father,” but commanded them 
not to depart until they had received 
it. It is just as much a command to the 
disciple (follower of Christ) today. 

Brother, sister, skeptic, and just 
plain doubter, if it was good enough | 
for Jesus’ own mother (Acts 1:14), I 
am sure it will not hurt you. It was 
prophesied by Joel (2:28) and con- 
firmed by Peter (Acts 2:14-22). You 
hear a lot about these unscriptural 
teachings. Some say, “Oh, it is of the 
devil!” Yes, they said Jesus cast out 
devils by the prince of devils, “Beelze- 
bub,” and that His works were of the 
devil. But there were some, thank 
God, then, as today, who said, “These 
are not the words of him that hath a 
devil. Can a devil open the eyes of the 
blind?” John 10:21. That is the ques- 
tion I want to put to you. Did you ever 
see the devil’s works take a confirmed 
drunkard and make a missionary? a 
home that is broken up, husband and 
wife at variance with each other, the 
children running thestreets, sadly neg- 
lected, and turn it into a beautiful 
place of love and happiness? Do you’ 
know of any cases that have been 
changed like this in your community 
by the influence of Pentecostal works? 
And do you still have the audacity to 
say, “I can’t understand it, or it is of 
the devil’? F 

Jesus, by the way of answer to the 
Pharisees, said, “And every city or 
house divided against itself shall not

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Romans 8:28 was a puzzle to me 
till June 1, 1919. My slate was made up 
for a year; strange that I should be 
run down by a big automobile. The 
doctor said, “You are broken into 
smithereens.” God had that on His 
program when making up my slate. 

On my way home from meeting 
in San Francisco, I got hemmed in be- 
tween two big autos. One of them had 
to get me. To get broken up by an 
auto is not a gradual process; it is 
instantaneous! I went thirty feet in 
the air and then when I fell the auto 
ran over me. My left leg was broken 
in three places, and both arms in 
three places. When they got out of the 
car the man’s wife said, “Oh, we 
have killed you!” “No,” I said, “I don’t 
think I’m dead. I’m not in heaven.” 

A policeman came over and began 
swearing at the driver. I said, ‘“Cap- 
tain, don’t you cuss this man. I’m a 
minister. This man’s not to blame; 
don’t arrest him.” 

I was pulled out, nearly broken to 


| pieces. From my knee down, I wouldn’t 


have given a nickel for my leg. My 
left arm was pulled clear out and 
broken and split up. It was an awful 
crash. My right arm was broken and 
pieces of bone driven right into the 
muscle. When I got to the emergency 
hospital, it looked like it was impos- 
sible to be broken up any worse. At 
the hospital was the roughest set I 
ever saw. I suppose they thought I 
was a rough one. They handled me 
like cord wood. Oh, what suffering! 

It was two a.m. before I could get 
them to call up Brother Cornell or 
Brother Smith; a Catholic priest came 
in smelling like a brewery. He asked 
me if I had anything I wanted to con- 
fess. I said, “I want to confess that 
Jesus saved and sanctified me.” He 
didn’t understand that. 

A big doctor of Leland Stanford 
Hospital came to examine me. He 
asked my age. When I told him, he 
said, “Not much hope. You'll have to 
tell me how you have lived before I 
can do much for you.” I said, “I have 
been a minister of the gospel for 
thirty-nine years.” He said, “Oh, I

told me he had been educated in 
Paris where they knew no God and 
that all his life he had lived without 


| God or religion, and that some minis- 
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ters had not lived too clean lives. “How 
have you lived morally?” he asked. 
“Well, doctor, I haven’t touched to- 
bacco since I was a little boy.” He 
said I’d get well. He tested my blood 
and said my blood was as pure as a 
child’s. He said, “If your system were 
filled with liquor or nicotine, there 
would be no hope for you. This arm 
is in an awful shape; I’m afraid you 
will have to lose it.” They brought 
an ambulance to take me to the 
Leland Stanford Hospital. 


On Tuesday, at 7 a.m., I went on the 
table. I came out from under the in- 
fluence of the ether about twelve 
o’clock. One day the muscles began to 
draw, and I screamed as loud as I 
could. I said, “Doctor, it’s killing me. 
How long will it last?” He said, “From 
twelve to twenty-four hours.” I told 
wife to call up Dr. Goodwin down at 
the Nazarene Assembly and ask them 
to pray. While they were praying a 
stream of liquid gold came down from 
heaven and went down that leg to 
the end of my toe; it went up and 
came down again, and instantly that 
leg was free from pain. I saw prayers 
applied to that mangled leg—the 
remedy was in heaven. The doctor 
didn’t know about it. I told him they 
had prayed about it, and he finally 
confessed, “Oh, yes, that is nice.” 


In three days the Lord took me to 
heaven. I saw the saints—millions 
of them—and so much more beautiful 
in looks than the angels. They were 
there all around me, and Jesus ap- 
peared in the midst. The great or- 
gans of heaven began to play and 
a choir of millions of saints sang; they 
sang, “Companionship with Jesus, oh 
how sweet.” I was brought out and 
stood before Jesus. I could see my heart 
and it was whiter than the driven 
snow. Ah, the beautiful Christ as I 
stood before Him! Two preachers 
whom I loved walked out of the mul- 
titude, and stood on either side of me, 
and Jesus talked with me, then they 
sent me back. I was in the hospital 
shouting. The doctors and nurses said, 
“The little preacher is dying.” I said, 
“Oh, no, this is not death.” I kept on 
shouting; I never shouted that way 
before in my life. 

The doctor would come in the 
morning to dress my arm, and as he 
would dress my arm I would shout. I 


would tell him how much I loved him. 
God put him under conviction and he 
said, “I’ve said a thousand times there 
isn’t a Christian on earth, but we 
have one here; this man has got the 
real thing.” 

One day as he was probing my 
wounded arm and cleaning it up, he 
said, “If we can’t clean it up, we will 
have to take it off.” He drew out a 
wad of putrid stuff, and when he 
pulled it out he shouted, “Glory be to 
God!” He said, “We have got it ‘out 
and saved your life.” Again he said, 
“Glory to God! we have got it out.” 
God made an infidel doctor do the 
shouting when I couldn’t do any 
shouting myself. 

I stayed in the hospital for twenty- 
three days. When I was about to leave, 
the big doctor came in to see me and 
said, “Brother Buddie, do you love 
me?” The third time he called, and 
was about to go out, he broke down 
and cried and bawled out loud. Be- 
tween Frisco and Los Angeles I shouted 
five hundred miles. A wave of glory 
swept over me. 

At Pasadena I went to the hospital. 
Bills ran up to $1,600 and more, and 
money began to pour in from all over 
the U.S.A. God worked a miracle. God 
got hold of every nurse that waited on 
me. I heard one of them praying one 
night. She asked me to pray for her 
that she might get religion like I had. 
Not one time in all those months— 
not a moment—did I ever feel anger 
or impatience or unkindness toward 
anybody in the world. The greatest 
trouble I had in the hospital was to 
keep from shouting myself to death. 
I had five months and a half of it. 

As for letters, one time my wife had 
one hundred and three letters to an- 
swer. Letters came from people who 
had been converted in my meetings 
all over the country. Some came to 
me. People used to speak to me about 
my misfortune. I would say, “Hold on 
there; this is my fortune.” I love Jesus 
more than ever before. It’s worth all 
the suffering I have had. All the job 
I have now is to tell about Jesus. I 
have notified the Lord to give me all 
the good that is intended for you 
which you don’t want. 

Today the Lamb is divided up. Some 
accept His personality and scorn His

Excerpt From Letter of August 31 

Greetings in the precious name of 
Jesus! 

We are here in Alaska at last, safe 
and sound. We started August 4, and 
drove into Palmer, August 28. We were 
twenty-four days on the road; had 
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all kinds of trouble, but still have the 
victory. Praise God.! 

The roads were terrible from the 
Canadian border until we reached the 
Alaska Highway. In places they were 
so “washboardy” that we had to 
drive at least forty miles an hour to 
keep the car from shaking apart, and 
if one kept up a forty-mile pace long, 
the tires would heat and blow out. 
When we turned off the Alaska High- 
way on ‘the Slana-Tok road a rear 
wheel bearing went bad, and that 
was one part I did not think to carry 
with me. There is no bus service on 
that road so I caught a ride on a 
truck and rode 315 miles into Anchor- 
age; I bought a bearing, rode back 
on the bus for 200 miles and hitch- 
hiked 106 miles back to Log Cabin 
Inn, where the car and family were. 
I was gone after the bearing two 
nights and one and one-half days. 
I put the bearing in on the afternoon 
of the second day, and the next morn- 
ing we were on the road again. In 
many places we paid as much as six- 
ty-eight cents a gallon for gas. 

I have to start cutting and hauling 
fuel for winter at once, as we have 
none. It has already started to frost 
and freeze here at night. Paul and I 
snowballed August 24 on the way 
here. My radiator froze one night 
at Burwash Landing and we started 
at four o’clock the next morning; of 
course, we had to stop and cover it 
up to thaw it out. Some cold for 
August! 

Brother Savchenko has _- surely 
worked hard here, and the people I 
have met think a lot of him and his 
family. I hope to get a church set in 
order here this year.—Sincerely, J. H. 
Davis, Overseer of Alaska.

it again, but he will still be a drunk- 
ard at heart. But if that drunkard 
gets saved and regenerated by God’s 
divine grace, with heaven’s sunshine 
in his heart, thank God, there will 
be no moonshine in his stomach. 

Over twenty-nine years ago, one 
Sunday morning, it so happened that 
I was in a Methodist church and heard 
for the first time in my life a real 
Holy Ghost sermon. Let me say right 
now, friends, it takes Holy Ghost 
preaching to produce Holy Ghost con- 
verts. 

That Sunday morning the Holy 
Spirit gave me a revelation of Calvary 
and also of myself. It takes the Spirit 
of God, friends, to reveal Calvary to 
us. I went to the altar, and fell pros- 
trate and wept bitter tears over my 
terrible sins. The burden of heart 
rolled away. I jumped to my feet and 
shouted, “Glory to God, I am de- 
livered.” Over twenty-seven years ago 
I attended a Pentecostal revival. I 
heard them testify, shout, and speak 
in other tongues.They sang such won- 
derful hymns, and I thought I would 
sing with them; but would you be- 
lieve it? I could not join in, instead 
I wanted to go away and cry. 

One night I was glorifying Jesus in 
a broken spirit. I said: “Jesus I am 
not worthy to pick up the crumbs 
that fall from thy table.” Suddenly it 
seemed as though a mighty rushing 
wind struck me, and I fell on the floor. 
For some time the Spirit spoke 
through me in other tongues, and, 
thank God, He still speaks. The 
speaking in tongues is the initial sign 
God will invariably give with the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost, and I de- 
clare that scripture proves it. We 
never say it is the only evidence, it 
is the initial evidence. 


I believe in signs. You go out and 
see a little restaurant, and you see a 
sign outside with the word “Eat” on 
it.

vidual, as well as the ministers in 
the states, to understand. But, after 
all, who could be expected to under- 
stand more what is needed and should 
be done than the Appointing Board? 
Again, what did we have in mind 
when we placed them in their offices? 
—Let us pray for them. 

Disappointed pastors must keep in 
mind that while they may be disap- 
pointed with the church to which the 
state overseer has assigned them, 
there is a possibility that church is 
smothering disappointment over 
whom they are getting as pastor. No 
one can know just what a tremen- 
dous responsibility it is to place pas- 
tors without he has served in the ca- 
pacity of the state overseer. Many 
times the state overseer knows far 
better where a_ pastor’ should 
work than the pastor does himself— 
strange as it may seem. Of course, 
there are times when a pastor is de- 
serving of a large and better church, 
but those larger and better churches 
just last so long. Then, in many of 
the states there is a surplus of pas- 
tors or candidates for churches. What 
I mean by surplus is that there are 
far more ministers than churches, and 
there will continue to be until those 
waiting for churches stage _ revival 
campaigns in new fields and build 
new churches. That, in many in- 
stances, is being done, to the delight 
of all concerned, and we are all con- 
cerned. 

Really, after all, the way up to the 
larger and better churches in pastoral 


- service is faithful service in and with 


the smaller churches, wherever they 
may be. The rule generally runs— 
from the country, rural, or village 
church to the church in town. No 
matter how small your membership 
may be, if you were called into judg- 
ment while pastoring that flock, you 
would find quite a few more souls 
than you would care to be responsible 
for. 

Now, there may be a few churches 
disappointed, throughout the length 
and breadth of the Church of God, 
with the pastors you have been given. 
If so, that is regrettable but not neces- 
sarily tragic. Certainly you can not 
hope to make your church or the pas- 
tor better by folding up and refusing 
to cooperate. Neither can any one 
overcome disappointment by nursing 
it—as long as you do that you will 
have a spoiled baby on your hands. 


It will spoil you, too! The way to be- 
come proud of and appreciate your 
pastor is to pray for him. If you are 
a singer, sing as you have never sung 
before; a teacher, teach as you have 
never taught before. Attend the serv- 
ices regularly; give offerings freely; 
pay your full tithes, and that punc- 
tually, look for good traits in his life 
and in the lives of the members of his 
family, and know that you are re- 
sponsible to God for the treatment 
you give to your pastor and his fami- 
ly, just as much as he is responsible 
to God for the treatment he gives to 
you and your family and the local 
church. 

Here is the healing oil for disap- 
pointment, “Thy will be done.”

stand: and if Satan cast out Satan, he 
is divided against himself; how shall 
then his kingdom stand?” Matt. 12:25, 
26. “And he that gathereth not with 
'me scattereth abroad.” How many 
\ miracles are performed in your church 
today? But many will say the day of 
miracles is past. In Hebrews 13:8 we 
read “Jesus Christ the same yesterday 
(while with His disciples) , today (with 
us), and forever (after you and I 
| have departed this life).” So friends, it 
‘looks as if it is you and I who have 
changed, if we fail to see the need of 
the Holy Ghost baptism. Jesus said in 
Luke 11:11-14, “If a son shall ask 
bread of any of you that is a father, 
will he give him a stone? or if he ask 
a fish, will he for a fish give him a 
serpent? or if he shall ask an egg, will 
he offer him a scorpion? If ye then, 
begin evil, know how to give good 
gifts unto your children: how much 
more shall your heavenly Father give 
the Holy Spirit to them that ask him?” 
The trouble today is that many 
people seek for tongues instead of the 
“power.” Receive the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost and the evidence will ac- 
company Him. Too many are trying 
‘to live up to the reputation of the 
Pentecostal experience without the 
“tarry” and “wait” until it is an ex- 
| perience. They are like the “bugle 
that gives an uncertain sound.” Many 
say, “I got it when I got saved,” or 
“when I got sanctified, and I surely 
did not speak in tongues.” If you did, 
you got a dummy and you are the 
one that is deceived, for Jesus said 
in John 14:15-17, “If ye love me, keep 
my commandments. And I will pray 
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the Father, and he shall give you 
another Comforter, that he may abide 
with you for ever; even the Spirit of 
truth; whom the world cannot receive, 
because it seeth him not, neither 
knoweth him: but ye know him; for 
he dwelleth with you, (if you are 
saved and sanctified), and shall be in 
you (when you receive the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost) .” Praise God forever! 

But how do we know when (He) the 
third person of the Godhead comes in? 
First, did God, in olden times, speak 
audibly? Surely. Did Jesus talk when 
He came? Surely. Then why shouldn’t 
the Holy Ghost talk? John 16:13 says, 
“Howbeit when he, the Spirit (spoken 
of as Comforter and Holy Ghost in 
verse 7) of truth, is come, he will 
guide you into all truth: for he shall 
not speak of himself; but whatsoever 
he shall hear, that shall he speak: 
and he will shew you things to come.” 
But many say, “The Holy Ghost was 
only for the apostles and disciples on 
the day of Pentecost.” Well, what 
made Peter know that Cornelius and 
his household had received the Holy 
Ghost ten years after Pentecost, as re- 
corded in Acts 10:44-46? “While Peter 
yet spake these words, the Holy Ghost 
fell on all them which heard the 
word. And they of the circumcision 
which believed were astonished, as 
many as came with Peter, because 
that on the Gentiles (us) also was 
poured out the gift of the Holy Ghost. 
(How could they tell?) For they heard 
them speak with tongues, and magnify 
God. Then answered Peter (and this 
is for those who teach that you must 
be baptized in Jesus’ name first to 
receive it), (verse 47) Can any man 
forbid water, that these should not be 
baptized, which have received the 
Holy Ghost as well as we?” When? On 
the day of Pentecost. 

Also, twenty-five years after Pente- 
cost, in Acts 19th chapter, which 
should banish the teaching that we 
get the Holy Ghost baptism at re- 
birth, we find a group of Christians 
who had been converted under the 
preaching of Apollos, one of John the 
Baptist’s converts, and had been bap- 
tized unto John’s baptism (water to 
repentance), so they were saved and 
sanctified. Paul said, “Have you re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost since you be- 
lieved?” They answered (in a way 
that a lot of you cannot), “We haven’t 
so much as heard about it.” But thank 
God, after Paul had preached and 
taught them the truth about it, they 
decided to “walk in the light as he is 
in the light,” so they and the Holy 


Ghost could have fellowship one with 
the other, and they immediately be- 
came candidates for the experience of 
the Holy Ghost. They received the Holy 
Ghost for “they spake with tongues 
and prophesied,” and not only that, 
but 150,000 others, since Pentecost and 
this occasion, have received the Holy 
Ghost in like manner. 

In 1 Cor. 14:2 we read, “For he that 
speaketh in an unknown tongue 
speaketh not unto men, but unto God: 
for no man understandeth him; how- 
beit in the spirit he speaketh myster- 
ies.” That is the thing that makes 
the devil mad. We talk to God in a 
language he cannot understand. Hal- 
lelujah! He (Paul) never did tell them 
not to speak in tongues, but to let 
God direct them, for, in conclusion he 
Says, 1 Cor. 14:18, “I thank my God, I 
speak with tongues more than ye all.” 
And he did not mean languages he 
might have learned from the teachings 
of the great*Gamaliel, either, as some 
suppose, but that he had let God, 
through the Holy Spirit, tame that 
“unruly member” that no man can 
tame and he thanked God that He al- 
lowed him to speak in tongues to Him 
the heavenly language. 

Oh, I know some will say, “Yes, but 
he said in the church he had rather 
speak one word with the understand- 
ing than ten thousand words in 
tongues.” But he also said, “Unless he 
interpret,” or “there be an interpre- 
ter,” and thank God, He has them, 
too. I admit there are many tongues 
that are not used of the Holy Ghost. 
But if as much time and effort were 
spent in “searching the scriptures” as 
Jesus said, to find the light on this 
glorious experience, as there is to 
hunt out things to argue against it 
and try to disprove it, my brother 
and sister, we would shake the foun- 
dations of the world.
